A second ballot was recpiired, the 
list being reduced to six professors. 
A third, and now there are only three 
candidates left in the race. There is 
quite a bit of hope (and amazement).

What this proves ilxuit I.kiiIiv 
membeis may outwardly seem tace- 
tious, because they are so normally 
individualistic that they can get noth- 
ing accomplished in a short amount 
of time and in an organized manner. 
Hut the problem is of a wider scope 
at UK. 

There is too much disorganization, 
petty bickering, contusion, and plain 
buncombe over the most minor of 
jobs. It has been said that it takes 

a faculty member six hours to do a 
simple task that his child (ould do 
in one. We don't doubt tliat too 
much. Moti of it is done on commit* 
tees. 

We see no reason, other than 
amateurisli and gauche cdutes, 
why it would take so lonj; to clci t 
two members to the lioard ol 1 rus- 
tees. We can see no reason for wast* 
ing the University's time for the many 
other small jobs here. 

The University Faculty's Elections 
Committee has our sympathy, mind 
Nou, l)e<ause we think it diti a leasou- 
ably good job. It had to satisfy the 
faculty, a group Which seems to think 
that speed is some sort of demon 
.casting an evil spell. 

So. the Board of Trustees has 
two seats f)|)en to two UK fatuity 
membeis when the faculty can get its 
men elected. And we sincerely be- 
lieve that the faculty will make it.

O. Plmnmer, senior education 
and UK trackman from 
Danvilte, has found this to be a 
faaetaallBig pasUaw. He has eoi- 
Icetai over 94 Mfiiiijnt types ef 
animal skulls. 

Plummer. who is the SEC 880- 
yard record holder, has a dual 
major in education. He is combin- 
ing a physical education degree 
with one In Moiogleal selenee. 

His natural interest in the study 
of soology and a yen for cave ex- 
ploration led to the development of 
this hobliy 

Two of his most prized collect- 
tons arc mcantsd sketotans at a 
sparrow and a chicken. These are 
mounted on a small branch. 

E. O.. called "Eggs" by hU 
teammates, is constantly on the 
lookout for a po.s.sible specimen to 
add to his collect um. 

On one track trip, he saw^ a 
dead crow by the side of the road. 
He stopped his car and retrieved 
the crow, wrapped it in a burlap 
bag and tossed It In the tnmk of 
the car. 

When he receives a head, he 
^ils It in water to get the meat 
Off. and then soaks 14 In pataatUe 
to bleach It. 

The larRest bone in his collection 
is part of a whale vertebrate. The 
■maBsst Is a frog Jawbona. He also 
has the .skull of a .shrew which is 
supposed to be the world's smalle.st 
mammal. 

Pliunmer has a petriflsd plaet 
of bone that he found In one of 
his exploration romps through 
caves.
